Knforccmeiit Blamed 


"I would rather take a chance on 


murder than any other crime in Ar- 
kansas," Prosecutor Bailey declared 
when asked to comment on the statis- 
tics, which showed that from January 
through June of this year, there were 
only 4.8 murders per 100,000 
in the 


country as a whole. 


"Conviction on charges of larceny 


and burglary is much more 
certain 


under present law enforcement con- 
ditions than on a charge of murder," 
Mr. Bailey said. "The high rate of 
homicides in Arkansas is duo in a 
large measure to prevailing law en- 
forcement conditions, and 
correction| 


oC these conditions would necessitate i 
a complete revision of the law en- 
forcement .structure which could be 
effected only through a constitutional 
amendment," 


Mr. Bailey :;nid that the JHW en- 


forcement agencies of the federal gov- 
ernment, operating under direct sup- 
ervision of the United States attorney 
general, admittedly are far more ef- 
ficient than state and local law en- 
forcement offices, and that this is tluu 
to the centralization of authority uiul 
responsibility under one Head. 


"The state law enforcement prob- 


lem is exactly analogous to that of 
the federal government," he- added, 
"and if we were to give it the same 


gkwlclligcnl treatment as that adopted 


fy the national 
government 
there 


would be a very marked improvement 
in crime conditions in this state."

Cost Unknown 


Naturally the question arises, what 


will it <>li cost- and how will it pay 
out? H is a question that cannot now 
be answered. 


Chairman A. E. Morgan, pressed for 


an answer by a persistent congress- 
man at a hearing before a House com- 
mittee last spring, said the dams and 
distribution lines might cost around 
$:JOO,OQO,000, and that distribution sys- 
tems might pay out in 25 years'. But 
he insisted it was only an estimate. 
Army engineers, in their last report 
—which preceded creation of the TVA 
— estimated it would cost

billion 


dollars to build all the dams necessary 
for flood control, navigation and pro- 
duction of the maximum amount of 
power. 


The total cost naturally depends on 


how many dams the TVA builds, and 
tho TVA has no way of knowing now 
how much more money it will be- 
given. 


To date there have been two appro- 


priations, totaling ?9S.OUO.O(K). It has 
two dams under way, a third about 
ready to start. 


If the river L? fully developed, it 


will yield about a million horsepower 
of prime or year-round power and 
about a similar amount of dump or

Sometimes sleep is prevented mere- 


ly by the fear that one won't be able 
to sleep. This is one of the most dif- 
ficult causes of insomnia to over- 
come. It tends to develop a vicious 
circle leading to greater and greater 
difficulty in falling asleep. 


The best advice to those who find 


sleeping difficult is, first of all, to 
develop a regular sleep habit, select- 
ing always a certain hour for going 
to seep and holding to it as much as 
possible; second, developing the op- 
timum conditions for sleep and secur- 
ing these in a routine manner. 


Once you convince yourself that you 


will be able to sleep without too much 
trouble, you will find yourself able to 
fall asleep more readily, and the sleep 
far more refreshing than formerly, 


There are hndreds of proverbs to 


indicate the recognition given to sleep 
over many centuries as one real pan- 
acea for an overstimulated, fatigued 
or disordered nervous system. In all 
the category of hygienic measures, 
sound sleep should probably lead the 
rest.

Fraudulent Evasion of In-; 


come Tax in 1930 is 


Charged 


WASHINGTON — (AT) — The 
Union 


Trust Company of Pittsburgh, known 
as a Mellon 
institution, Wednesday 


charged by the government with fil- 
ing "a fake and fraudulent income tax 
return" for 1930 in a tax action de- 
manding a $218,333 payment plus n SO 
per cent penalty. 


The government listed eight transac- 


tions in 1931 as evidence that nil were 
"n part of a false and 
fraudulent 


course of conduct on the part of snW 
Union Trust Company." 
Among the 


1931 transactions were two "accommo- 
dation" deals with Andrew W. Mel- 
lon. Conner secretary of the Treasury• 
whom the government has 
charged 


with income tax frauds. 


Officals said the Union Trust nc- 


tion was the first fraud case brought 
against an institution. The 
fraud 


charge was made in an answer Wed- 
nesday before the Board of Tax Ap- 
peals to the trust company's denial^of 
an additional assessment of $218,333 
levied against the Pittsburgh concern 
during the Hoover 
administration.
